A Review ot the Field ol Daitruotion. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March SO.—Perhaps 


the moat destructive work done by the 
tornado was on Market street For 
three squares north of Ninth street 
nearly every business and dwelling 
houso was devaitated. The houses were 
hurled Into the street and the debris In 
many places is piled thirty feet high. 
The picture of sorrow and desolation to 
be witnessed on Market street, were 
homeless women and children were 
wandering about viewing the places 
from where they so narrowly escaped, 
baffles description. Every house from 
Ninth to Tenth street was almost toUllj 
demolished. West and east of these 
Htrects the tornadodid frightful damage, 
but the destruction of property was 
hardly so great, 
Not till dayllghl 


dawned upon Main street oould the ex- 
tout of the devastation be fully compre- 
hended. The cyclone struck the city's 
main thoroughfares at Eleventh street, 
and veered to the north at Seventh. 
Not half a dozen houses were lett In- 
tact, throughout the entire extent ol 
tho 
four squares. 
The daylight re- 


vealed that the majority of the bj»ild- 
\ngi had bean virtually destroyed. The 
tobacco warehouses suffered terribly, 
and the big wholesale houses fared 
little 
belter. 
Main street is still 


thronged with people contemplating the 
ruins. 


Little work is being done except at 


tho tobacco warehouses, where as many 
men as could be secured are employed 
In removing the thousands of hogsheads 
of tobacco to places of shelter. Should 
a heavy fall of rain occur In a day ot 
two tho loss of property on Main street 
will be doubled. 


Next to Market and Main streets, 


Jefferson street probably suffered m*e 
than any other portion of the city. 
1'rom Ninth to Twelfth the destruction 
Mas complete. 
The 
sidewalks and 


streets were a net-work of wires, tele 
graph poles, trees and remnants ol 
houses. In many places the street was 
totally blocked by tho roofings torn 
from the stores, some of which had 
been carried by 
the hurricane two 


squares or more. AVagons were unable 
to reach many of the homes of those 
who wore anxious to remove the re- 
mainder of their furniture. 
All day 


men were busy cleaning the streets to 
ullow transportation, and placards post- 
ed on many of the houses and trees of- 
fered three, four and five dollars lor 
laborers. 
Women and children were 


pressed into work to clean the debris 
away. 
Tho police 
and privates of 


Louisville Legion were stationed at 
every corner to keep back the crowds 
which thronged to see the destruction. 
The side streets leading into Jefferson, 
Market and Main were thronged with 
sight-seers from the time the newspa- 
pers appeared on the streets until late 
at night. 


Between Tenth and Eleventh streets 


tho destruction of property was small 
in comparison with tho total destruc- 
tion on tho square below. 


The track of tho tornado across Wal- 


nut street was confined principally to 
the two squares between Twelfth and 
Fourteenth 
street, and within this 


limit only tho houses on the north ^de 
of tho street were greatly damaged, 
w i t h the exception of tho Colored Odd- 
Fellows' Hall at Thirteenth and Wal- 
nut, which is a complete wreck. The 
casualties on Walnut street wero very 
few, the people in some mysterious way 
escaping serious injury from the falling 
walls and flying missiles that for a few 
minutes filled the air as thick as hail- 
stones. The only death asoertalnable 
so far was that of a 
colored boy, 


Moody Davis, who waa attempting to 
orobs tho street at Thirteenth and Wal- 
nut in tho midst of the storm. A large, 
pointed rafter, which had been torn 
from tho roof of a neighboring build- 
ing, pierced him just below the right 
.shoulder and passed clear through his 
body,coming out just above his right hip, 
killing him instantly. 
Ho was picked 


up by trembling hands and borne to his 
home on Magazine street, between Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth. 


Marvelous to relate there was not a 


man, 
woman or child seriously hurt in 


the track of the tornado extending from 
Thirteenth to Seventeenth on Chest- 
nut. 
Chestnut street, in one of its 


moit beautiful portions, is almost com- 
pletely wrecked, yet all the people are 
bravely encouraging each other and 
ghi 13 thanks that loss of life is not 
added to the fearful destruction of valu- 
able property. 


Tho devastation on Chestnut street 


begins half-way between 
Thirteenth 


and Fourteenth, and extends to the 
middle of the block bounded on the 
east and west by Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth streets. 
On the north side of 


the street not more than six buildings 
in the throe blocks escaped, and most 
of them wore so irretrievably damaged 
that they will havo to be razed to the 
ground as they can not bo repaired. 


KeporU from many towns in the in- 


terior of the State show that the loss ol 
life and destruction of property was 
•widespread and general. 


A special to the Post from Marion, 


Ky., says that a large portion of that 
town was destroyed and eighteen lives 
lost.

WASHI.VGTO.V, March SI.—The Senate
